Local Authorities 


Percy Farnam Kflled When 
Car Overturns; Cause 
Is Not Known 


A unique series of meetings under 
the auspices of the Alberta Social Ser¬ 
vice League were held in the /Vulcan 
Church on Sunday and Monday. Noth¬ 
ing like it haa ever been here so inter¬ 
esting and helpful along practical ad¬ 
vice to the fnthers and mothers of the 
town. The Rev. E. S. Bishop, who is 
child welfare secretary of the League 
jave an inspiring address on Sunday 
night, in which-hc showed up th - * gross 
carelessness of the public conscience 
on the duty of conserving .‘he child life 
in its physical and moral and social 
qualities. 

On Monday he took the child as a 
national asset, and astonished his 
audience with an array of statistics 
showing the fearful toll of criminal 
carelessness in child life. A soldier in 
the trenches today has a better chance 
(.o live than a baby. Every yaar in Al¬ 
berta a town of r,000 is wiped out by 
the absolutely preventatible deaths of 
the potential population—the babies. 
On Monday afternoon the mothers of 
the town attended a set of practical 
addresses on the problems of the new 
born baby, and were enthusiastic over 
the splendid helpful lectures of the 
local physicians, and demonstration 


On Sunday night at about eight 
o’clock Percy Farman, nephew of Mrs. 
Preffer, who lives in the Reid Hill dis¬ 
trict, was instantly filled in an auto 
accident which occui^d about 3 miles 
north of Mr. Preffer’s farm, and nine 
miles from Vuloan. 

Mr. Farnam was employed by Mr. 
Fred Mensinger. On the day of the 
accident he visited the home of Mrs. 
Preffer at about half past two o’clock 
in the afternoon, and stayed until four 
o’clock, when he took a friend of his 
home in the auto and returned to Mrs. 
Preffer’s farm. Shortly before the 
time of the accident he left the farm 
for Mr, Mensinger’s place and the 
next thing Mrs. Preffer knew was that 
her nephew had had an accident and 
was killed. It appears that Mr. Tony 
Spankie was proceeding along the 
road in his car when he saw another 
car overturned: He stopped and got 
out and found Mr. Farman underneath 
quite dead. No exact idea of how the 
accident occured can be formed, but it 
is presumed that Mr. Farman, who 
was driving without lights, must have 
been dazzled by a passing car and lost 
control. The car he was driving was 
lu|pFrd, the back of which was convert¬ 
ed irto a wagon. 

The parents of the dead man were 
immediately communicated with and 
they are at present on their way from 
Washington. The funeral will take 
place after they have arrived.

You may have noticed that the Uni¬ 
ted states Money is now at a premium 
in Canada. A rate of two and oBe- 
half per cent is being charged on it at 
present, and the reason given by fin¬ 
ancial experts is that the balance of 
trade is so largely in favor of the 
United States that Canadian money 
has dropped. The law of supply and 
.demand supplies to exchange as well 
as to other commodities, and until 
Canada can export, more goods she 
will suffer in respect to money trad¬ 
ing. United States funds, in other 
words, are an article of commerce, 
bought by Canadian banks, and ac¬ 
cording as the supply is plentiful or 
scarce a high or low rate is paid for 
them.

Service Act of the district in which they live, during the TEN 
DAYS NEXT FOLLOWING SEPTEMBER 28th, 1918; and 
such CITIZENS OF THE AGES 19, 20 AND 31-44, both 
inclusive, must so register during the TEN DAYS NEXT 
FOLLOWING OCTOBER 12th, 1918. It must be emphasized 
that THIS INCLUDES AMERICANS LIVING IN CANADA 
OF THE ABOVE AGES, MARRIED AND SINGLE, and in 
eludes ALSO ALL THOSE WHO HAVE SECURED DIPLO 
MATIC EXEMPTION OR HAVE REGISTERED WITH 
AN AMERICAN CONSUL, or HAVE REGISTERED FOR 
MILITARY SERVICE IN THE UNITED STATES. 

Registration letters may be handed to local Postmasters 
for despatch to the proper Registrar, under the Military 
Service Act.

2. In order to facilitate productive employment during the 
Winter months, MEN EXEMPTED AS FARMERS 
SHOULD APPLY TO THE REGISTRARS FOR PERMITS 
TO ENGAGE FOR THE WINTER IN SOME OCCUPA 
TION OF NATIONAL INTEREST, SUCH AS LUMBER 
ING, MUNITION WORK, ETC. Such permits will serve 
to enable exempted farmers to pursue other useful occupations 
for the months during which farming operations cannot be 
carried on.

Infected water and milk carry typ 
oid, but it is necessary to go dcepei 
ban this and find out how the watei 
ecan-.e infected, and prevent this. T> 
hoid bacteria do not nrfurally inhabi 
.illk or water. Their natural host i 
.n»n, ar.d if proper care is' used h 
annot contaminate foods. If eveij 
yphoid bacillus was killed as it lef 
is victim the typhoid menace wouh 
■e at an end. 

Gne cf .'he difficulties in the way i 
hat many cates of typhoid are to mill 
hat they aie never recognized, an. 
hetc are of courte a great tource o 
larger. Nevertheless, the more tho 
ough is the disinfection and cleanint 
p’ after each patient .'he fewer wil 
he Unrecognized cates be. 

The methods tan be divided unde 
hre-a headings: (1) general measures 
2) care of the patient, (3) typhoi. 
noculatlon. 

Among general measures and mos 
important is cleanliness, and thi 
rystallizes down ir.fo the neccssit) 
or the extinction of flies. 

All manure, gaibage, rubbish, priv 
cs or filth of any kind should be re 
joved, screened or destroyed. Garbag 
ails should be tightly covered; priv 
es should be screened. An earl; 
tart is desirable. A few flies kille< 
ally in the spring will prevent man; 
hou-ands in the summer. 

The next step is .‘o have the hou:-< 
leers <-e. screened with nrusli 
’inflows is cheap and effective. 

.’crcen doom should be piovidtd, am 
hen opened, care should be taken ti 
ha c all flies away. 

The next step is to destroy all flic* 
hat get in .'he house. If they are fe\ 
n encigetic housewife can easily ge 
id of them with a duster, or ordinary 
cn cent fly swatter. Sticky fly papti 
s veiy (ffcctive, ar.d in the rolls, maj 
e lmng from the ceiling or pinned 
-urtcins te> be out of the way. FI; 
raps, as » lule, are not very effective 
Should there be many flies, they car 
re killed quickly by closing the door 
and windows and dusting pyrethrurr 
,r Persian insect powder aiour.d the 
ocm, or buining the powder. Thit 
.’upifles the flics and is harmless te 
jcoplc. The flies can then be swep. 
ip and destroyed. Be sure to ui c 
,nly fresh powder, and keep it wel. 
covered, as it quickly deteriorates, 
ormaldedyde solution—one labio- 
peen to a pint of sweetened water oi 
,iflk. This, however, is dangerous tc 
children and pet animals, which should 
>e considered. Small cjuan.'ities can 
,e used, and placed out of leach ol 
.hildi.cn. Good results are frequently 
abiaincd by using this just outside a 
ci ter. d window or door, particularly 
>efoic a rain storm, or when flies are 
iiiusunily troublesome.

Is your land in such condition that 
it will drift next spring with heavy 
winds? If so it would be playing safe 
between now aqd freeze-up, to so hand 
le this land that it will net be subject 
to the effects of high winds. 

How about preparing that summer- 
fallow so it wil? not drift next spring? 
Spreading well rotted manure thinly 
over the field will be one way of pre¬ 
venting drifting. Packing the land 
will be another. If possible, let the 
stock on to clean up any fall growth. 
They will pack the land better than 
any other method. 

The feed situation is not serious in 
the Cayley district, it has improved 
greatly in the last few weeks. Several 
cars of cattle which have been shipped 
from there sold for $14.75 at the shipp 
ing point. Grain shipments from 
Nanton, Alta., for the year ending 
August 31, totalled 543,720 bushels 
wheat, 294,013 bushels of other grains. 
It is estimated that the shipments 
this year will not exceed 400,000 bush¬ 
els all told. 


FARMERETTS TAKE AGRI¬ 
CULTURAL COURSE AT OLDS 

In view of the fact that so many 
young men have been called to the col 
ors, there is a growing tendency a- 
mong farmer’s daughters and others 
to take up the profession of agricul¬ 
ture. Last year some thirty or forty 
of these young Farmerettes attended 
the Guelph Agricultural College in 
Ontario. In Alberta too there is the 
same tendency among patriotic young 
women to step into the position made 
vacant by reason of the fact that 
brotliers have gone to the front. For 
the past two years young ladies have 
been taking the straight Agricultural 
Course at the Provincial School of 
Agriculture, Olds, Alberta. In most 
instances the heavier work such as 
blacksmithing, etc., has not been tak¬ 
en by the young ladies. In one case, 
however, a young lady, Miss Erma 
Poedler, (now Mrs. Nelson, CJuny) 
took the complete course. Under ordi 
nary circumstances it is not necessaiy 
for young ladies to take the heavier 
class of work, but there is no reason 
whatever, why young ladies who have 
to live on the farm should not be as 
interested in the stock and in fact 
every phase of the farrrt work, as are 
.'he men. ' The veterinary course ap¬ 
peals to many young girls who have a 
liking for stock! and in instances the 
girl makes a fanbetter nurse in the 
case of sick, animals on the farm than 
does a man. Many farmers daughteis 
have a decided liking for the live 
stock, and in fact for all out of door 
vtork .on (he farm. A course at a 
'Provincial School of Agriculture is the 
very thing that many young ladies are 
looking forward to, and it is gratify¬ 
ing to know that a considerable num¬ 
ber are applying for agricultural work 
during -the coming winter. 

VThe Military Service Act has taken 
a great may of the young men who 
otherwise might have attended the 
Olds Agricultural School, during the 
coming winter, but it is surprising 
how many boys of sixteen, seventeen 
and eighteen are applying for admis¬ 
sion this fall. Already thirty ap¬ 
plications for admission have been re¬ 
ceived by the school of Agriculture at 
Olds, and we presume an equal num¬ 
ber have applied at Vermillion and 
Claresholm. Last fall students were 
turned away from the Olds School be¬ 
cause the utmost capacity of the 
school had been reached. Present in¬ 
dications are that there will be from 
75 to 100 students enroll in the Agri¬ 
cultural and Household Science class¬ 
es during the coming winter. 

A subject that is giving special at¬ 
tention in the Household Science work 
is'the course in Home Nursing, which 
is given by a trained nurse. All farm¬ 
ers and their wives who live a consid¬ 
erable distance from a doctor, know 
-jupt how important that work is for 
the young girls who live on the farms. 
In addition, of course, there is the 
cooking, sewing, household administra 
tion, English, Mathematics, Science, 
etc. that is given to make a well round 
ed course for the girls. 

Many have written in asking if the 
tuition fee has been increased to keep 
pace with the high cost of everything 
else. To these we would say that there 
are no tuition fees whatever, the 
school course is entirely free. Books 
and note books will cost from $4.00 to 
$7.00 f< r ' 'u whole winter. In addi¬ 
tion a ivti-r 'll of $,".00 is asked to 
cover any breakage.

To the young people who are taking 
the place on the farms made vacant 
by an older brother who has gone io 
the front, we need only say that the 
younger the shoulders that assume the 
responsibilities of our western agri¬ 
culture the better and more thorough 
ought to be the training.

No doubt our readers have read in 
the daily papers about the increase in 
newspaper stock and have seen it re¬ 
corded that many country newspapers 
will be compelled to shut up shop in 
consequence. Now wd don’t feel a bit. 
alarmed here, because we know that a 
district such as ours, isn’t going to al¬ 
low itself to be without a newspaper 
for the sake of a few cents a week.
